Every time the ciolnsutn'er gets 
a bad gg or an egg o|f bad qual¬ 
ity the consumip'tdon of eggs in 
that household is apt to be lessen¬ 
ed, says the Hon- W. R. Mother- 
well, Minister of Agriculture, in a 
statelment on the egg industry- 
He declared that mlany instances 
could be cited where customers 
had been lost and the sale \of eggs 
curtailed on an entire market 
without the producer knowing 
what had happened. Too often 
producers are not aware of the 
many causes which bring about 
deterioration of eggs. They are 
inclined toi believe that because 
their eggs are newly gathered

they must be fresh and of good 
quality, forgetting' that freshly 
gathered and freshly laid are not 
necessarily synonymous, and that 
stolen nests may contain fresh 
eggs and badly incubated eggs in 
the gathering.

Grow Alfalfa and Sweet Clover 

Land manured and planted to 
corn or corn or potatoes , and 
properly cultivatfed, is in the best 
pio,sibIe condition for seeding: alf¬ 
alfa or sweet clover, and any land 
that grows corn or potatoes will 
successfully produce alfalfa. Corn 
and alfalfla are coonplementary 
and the feeding ot these two 
crops together produces the best 
possible results. 

Seding alone on firm, well pre¬ 
pared corn or potato land, either 
early, before the weed have start¬ 
ed or June 1st, after Aveeds haA^e 
started and been killed by disk 
ing, is perhaps the must certain 
method of starting alfalfa. When 
seeded alone, the weeds Avill usu¬ 
ally need clipping a^ time or tAvo 
1!lie first year. If the season is 
favorable a fair crop* if alfalfa and 
pigeon grass may be taken off. 
But unless the growth is so hea\y 
that it Avoruld smother the alfalfa, 
it should be left on the ground. 
The alfalfa shouild not be cut so 
late that it Avill no'tl make good 
growth before AAHiiter, and in Aug¬ 
ust’ Lst is the latest it should be 
cut the first year. 

Six to eight pounds o)f seed to 
the acre is sufficient, depending 
on the rainfall and condition of 
the soil at time of seeding. Proper 
inocuilatioln is essential and pure 
cultures or soil from an old alf¬ 
alfa or sAveet olover field ^lould 
be used, if a'lfalTirlTx^"st\^T''c^over 
ha AT not been grown on the land 
previously. Mixed alfalfa and 
SAveet clover^ three to four pounds 
of each per acre, is a successful 
method of starting alfalfa. When 
there is sufficient rainfall, alfalfa 
or SAveet cloATr may be suiccess- 
fully seeded Avith small grain. 
Alfalfa and sweet clofver may be 
seeded in the saaiie manner. 

Sweet clover has proven a val¬ 
uable crop for 'pasture and for 
ploAving under as green manure, 
and will Avjork Avonders in renew¬ 
ing, old wheat land. It may be 
seeded Avith the gains and the next 
year cut for hay, alloAved to go to 
seed, pastured or plowed under. 
It; Avill prov^e of great value and 
Ave urge seeding: it extensively- 

Making Alfalfa Hay 

Alfalfa hay is n,o more difficult 
to make than any other kind of 
hay. It should be cut Avhen the 
new groAvth starts at the bottom, 
or Avhen abiout one-ten’t;li in bloom. 
Rake nto roAvs as soom as Avilted. 
and put in tall narroAV clocks to 
cure, or leave in a windroAv, and 
stack with sweep rakes. Sweet 
clover is best for pasture, but 
makes hay equal to alfalfa Avhen 
cut and cured properly- 
! (Good alfalfa hay is equal to 
bran for dairy cows and yoning 
stoick, and much less grain is re¬ 
quired if this hay is aA^ailable. 
Alfalfa hay, because of t’s atIuc, 
should be fed carefully, and in 
combination Avith other feeds, 
such as silage, corn fodder, straAv 
or prairie hay. 

i Cows, Sheep, Hogs^ Hens

T^and of the famous Coldstream Regiment, the 
i lineal descendant of the ‘‘New Model” the first 
Regular Army, which was raised and organized by 
Oliver CromweU, are touring Canada this summer 
undeo- the direction of Lieut R. G. Elvans. The Lord 
Mayor of Liverpool was on the dock when the hand 
embarked on the Canadian Pacific liner ‘‘Montcalm” 
amid the cheers of thousands of people. 

Arriving in Quebec on June 25, the hand proceeded 
on their way West, where they will fulfil a number of 
engagements at the Brandon, Saskatoon and Regina 
exhibitions, and the Calgary Stampede. Their tour 
•will probably extend as far as the Pacific Coast, In¬ 
cluding, also, visits to Vancouver and Winnipeg. Re¬ 
turning in the fall, the band will play at the Toronto 
Exhibition, and embark for home on the “Empress of 
Scotland” on September IG. 

The last visit paid to Canada by the Coldstream 
Guards Band was in 1911, under the direction of Lieut.- 
Col. Mackenzie-Rogan, one of the Regiment’s most fam¬ 
ous bandmasters, who enlisted as a band boy in 1'867 
and rose to be Director of Music to the Coldstream 
Guards and Senior Director of the Brigade of Guards. 
When Col. Mackenzie-Rogan took charge of the hand its 
total strength was thirty-four performers, but when 
he handed it over to his successor, Lieut. Evans, In 
1920, the band establishment was sixty-six. 

There Is evidence that a Coldstream Band existed in 
1742. At first its members were civilians, but in 1783 
the officers petitioned their ColoneLin-Chief for a band 
of regular attested musicians and got it. This band 
Included* two oboes, fouMclarionets, two bassoons, one 
trumpet, two horns and'^one serpent. In 1815 when 
the band had been augmented by the introduction of 
several more Instruments, it was ordered to Paris dur¬ 
ing the occupation by the allies.

Vj beauty to their country, says Pen Chung Fann, 
of Shanghai, alias Paul C. Fann, of Montreal, who 
believes that environment is the chief factor in the 
evolution of the human species. On the whole, this 
young Chinese philosopher thinks, Canadians consid¬ 
ered collectively, are much better than the Chinese 
because of their association with more beautiful sur¬ 
roundings. 

“This is a very old theory,” said Mr. Fann in a 
recent interview, “and a very well-founded one.’* He 
pointed out the fact that the inhabitants of the vast 
barren areas of China were an ugly people, while a 
native of the Province of Kiangsu, the most fertile 
and beautiful of Chinese provinces, could be recog¬ 
nized anywhere for their greai beauty. 

“Make your country beautiful, and the rest will 
take can of itself."’—that is. Mr. Fann’s recipe for 
good looks. Canaciiaris, he have carried out this 

theory unconsciously with the result that their country 
lias not only great natural beauty, but many fine 
cities, and thousands of acres of beautiful farm land. 
The Canadian Pacific Railway with which Mr. Fann 
has i;een a&sociated for the past two and a half years 
has played a great part, in beautifying Canada he 


says, as well as assisting in the country’s development 
in many other ways. ) 

Paul C. Fann, as he is known in Montreal is a 
gi'aduate of Chinese universities, the son of a Man¬ 
darin, and just 26 years old. For two and a half 
years, under an arrangement between the Govern¬ 
ments of China and Canada, he has been‘making a 
study of the Canadian Pacific Railway System with 
the idea of acquiring practical knowledge that he 
hopes to apply to the railroad problems of his own 
country. He and several other young Chinese stud¬ 
ents arrived in Montreal in December 1923, and since 
his stay in Montreal, Mr. Fann has been employed in 
the Angus shops and various departments of the 
Railway in Windsor Street Station, Montreal. He 
has also been a student at McGill university, where 
he took an M.Sc. degree, and is at present working 
for the degree of M.A., whiter receive in 

the Fall, before returning to China in October. Mr. 
Fann leaves the Canadian Pacific Railway Company 
at the end of this month and will travel through 
Canada during the summer. The building in the 
photograph is the Windsor Street Station, Montreal, 
where Mr. Fann received most of his Canadian Pacific 
railway training.

It 
is surrounded by tall concrete col¬ 
umns between which there are gi¬ 
gantic sheets of plate glass, pro¬ 
viding a wind break against cool 
breezes. 


Approximately 120,000 live fish, 
fresh from American hatcheries, 
passed through Dominion Express 
Yards, Windsor Station, Montreal, 
recently, on their way to Beauchaine, 
Quebec. They will be used to stock 
private lakes in northern Quebec 
owned by wealthy citizens of the 
U.S.A., who prefer the virgin hills 
and forests of Canada to the densely 
populated summer resorts of their 
own country. 


Norman E. Wilkinson, London, 
England, inventor of camouflage 
paintings which was used extens¬ 
ively during the late war, arrived in 
Canada on the Canadian Pacific 
liner “Montcalm” with his wife re¬ 
cently, for a tour of the Dominion.
